~ SUMMARY 


This leaflet summarizes some of the 
findings of a survey of l-day, county- 
wide 4-H Club events that were held in 
1947 and 1948. 


~— 


The study was made to determine the 
factors essential for successful county- 
wide events of l-day duration Shoe hel 
for 4-H Club members. 


State 4-H Club leaders in 15 States 
and Puerto Rico and Hawaii, and Federal 
club agents cooperated in setting up 
criteria for judging successful ]-day 
county-wide events for 4-H boys and 
girls. 


Thirty-three county-wide events held 
in these 15 States and Puerto Rico and 
Hawaii were selected for intensive 
study. The States were: Colorado, 
Indiana, Georgia, Kansas, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, Minnesota, Mississippi, 
Montana, New Jersey, New Mexico, Oklahoma, 
Oregon, South Dakota, and Virginia.
